Parent notes 

Young children are always busy and active , constantly trying out and 
developing new physical skills. At the same time, they are learning how to 
describe their experiences. A child’s mental and physical development is 
helped greatly by vigorous and challenging physical play. 

In the Moving Around storybook, Poldy and his friends find themselves in 
the Australian bush, helping a young Aboriginal hoy look for his 
boomerang. They ask several other animals to help in the search. They all 
set off through the bush, each character moving in their own, very 
individual way. This story introduces different ways of moving and the 
vocabulary used to describe these movements. The pictures and text give 
many opportunities for discussion with your child. 

Talking about movement 

Do you remember what Poldy has to do, in order to fly? 

Can you flap your arms like Poldy? 

Can people fly? (It is important that your child understands that they 
cannot imitate Poldy and fly!) 

How docs a kangaroo move? 

Can you leap like a kangaroo? 

How does a koala move? 

Can you climb like a koala? 

How does a kookaburra move? 

Can you twist and turn like a kookaburra? 

Which animal can gallop? 


Learning together 

Your child will be eager to try out the movements introduced in the story . 
Try to give your child the space and the opportunity to experiment. Draw 
your child's attention to the way in which things around you move. 
Encourage your child to describe the movements. 

Ask your child how many movements they can make with just one part 
of the body. For example, with your feet you can tiptoe, stamp, hop, 
skip* jump and walk. 

Make a collection of pictures showing things which we use as transport. 

Which of your child’s toys move? How do we make them move? It may 
be by pushing, rolling, blowing, winding, or other mechanical means. 

Balance is an important skill. Encourage your child to develop their 
balance. Play a game of walking along a straight line. Who can walk the 
furthest without wobbling? Try placing a light hook on your child's head 
and see how long they can stand still before the book falls off, 

There is an opportunity when sharing this book, to discuss people who 
are limited in their ability to move. How do we help them? What 
provisions do we make for their disabilities? 

You can also use the story-' as a starting point for discussing other 
methods of moving about, such as bv aeroplane. What other vehicles do 
we Lise to help us move around? Why do we use transport to move 
around?
